DUCON, April 19.—Diron suffered ee- 


verely from an earthquake early this 
morning. Masonic hall, a 2-story brick 
buildine, in BO badly damaged that it 
will have to be taken down. Dugau'a 
dry goods etore end Rotkiord's butcher 
shop, both brick bnildinga, were crushed 
by the fflllinfi fire walls of Masonic hall. 


The fire wall of Eppinger A Co,'a brick 


store fell and crushed aa adjoining sa- 
loon, severely injuring the proprietor. 


A large number of other Ore walls fell, 


doing considerable damage. 


Nearly all the brick chimneys in town 


were damaged and goods in all the stores 
•were thrown from thoaheluos, 


VscaviUo—The earthquake did creat 


great damage here. All the brick busi- 
ness blocks iu town aro a total less. 
Many persona were injured, but none 
fatally. 


The Odd Fellows* building, valued nt 


110,000, iiiid occupied by a number of 
stores, is down. 


Masonic hall is & total losa. 
A large number of mea are at work 


cleaning tbe streets of debris. 


The building owned by Mrs. Kit-tie 


Moore waa a total loss. Horace. Rogers 
and Thomas Patten slept on the Second 
fltory. Bennett's building, just west, 
piled over it, crushing tho roof and im- 
prisoning the sleepers, injuring neither. 


The Walker building occupied by J. 


M. Miller, druggist, Hewitt, watchmaker, 
and others, was badly damaged. 


The Vlatt block, occupied by the post- 


office, Crystal Bros, and the Vaca Valley 
Enterprise, is practically a total loaa. 


Th? estimate of damage in the village 


is very large. 
All wooden buildings 


•were rocked and twisted out of shape. 


The brick residence of Carl M. Gate?, 


In Lagoon valley, ia badly wrecked. 


.Rev. O.-O. Felknerot San Jose was. 


injured, and it is reported badlv. 
A 


hired man was badly injured. 


The brick residence of Dr. Dobbins, 


near tbo town, was"badly wrecked. Mien 
Dobbins and Mies Portia Hill wera res- 
cued from a pile of brick uninjured. 


WINTERS, April 20.—Winters had thiee 


shocks of earthquakes here eince the big 
one yesterday morning. One at 2.05a.m., 
one at 5 a.m. and the InM; one at 8.40 
a.m. 


In the creek, one mile above town, are 


fifcaures from one to eix inches wide, 
from which gas escaped, making a hiss- 
ing eouuii. The water-was Urto^a eut 
of tho creek on to the^banka on either 
Bide to a distance of twenty-two feet by 
the explosion. The eolid beaks on each 
Bide of the creek were broken offfor a 
distance oi Beventy-fivo yards and thrown 
into the creek, almoat filling the bed up. 


The damage is estimated at $100,000 at 


the lowest figures. There is not u house 
in town but what is damaged and the 
homes of William Baker, J. R. Wolfs- 
kill and William Brinck are damaged 
beyond repair. The Hotel de Villas is 
badly damaged, as is also .the bank and 
Masonic ball. The ground Boors of two- 
story buildincB suffered moat. 


FIXING UP AGAIN. 


YACAVILLE, April 20.—The people aro 


at work fixing temporary support for the 
buildings and clearing away rubbish. 
Permanent repairs are going on with a 
large force of workmen. 


The Odd Fellows' building will have 


to he rebuilt from the foundation. 


Contracts have been made by the 


bank and F. H. Hacks for repairs, and 
in a few days their buildings will be 
practically as good as new. 


J. & I. Blum are located end doing 


business in the opera house. 


The town is filled with cariosity aeek- 


ersaud telegrams'bave kept pouring in 
from relatives and friends. 
There is a 


general feeling of thankfnliiesa tbat the 
quake waa. attended with no more seri- 
ous loaa of life. Had it occurred in busi- 
ness houra many lives would certainly 
have been lost. 


AS OSf.OCKY PLACE. 


The town'6 loaa in previous yeara by 


fire has kept the place back. It has 
been bnrned down four times, the last 
being on election night in 1S90. The 
active movement for brick buildings has 
received a quietus. The general senti- 
ment, in view of tbe quake, ia that a oue- 
Btory ceiled building ia good enough for 
the people of this town. 


The Platt block is having a wooden 


front put un, Tho rear is beyond re- 
pair. 


A cood many left town last night to 


sleep in the country. 
When a shock 


was felt again a recurrence of the disaster 
of the previous night waa anticipated. 


Altogether, seven shocks have been 


felt aince auneot last nif?ht. That at 1.50 
o'clock was the most severe. Tho only 
effect was to hurry the demolishment 
of the crumbling walls. 


The greatest need at present is new 


chimneys. 
There is probably not a 


sound one in town.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21,—A moder- 


ately heavy earthquake shock visited 
San Francisco at 9.43 this moraine;. The 
vibrations were north and south, lasting 
20 seconds. Reports came in from aboul 
all the localities visited by the earth- 
quake on Tuesday morning. In some 
localities the shocks were moie severe 
than then. At Fiirchild piece by piece 
the ruined Methodist church fell, but no 
other damage was done. At Stockton 
the shock lasted about 10 seconda. The 
vibrations were north to lonth. 
At 


Blgpj the vibrations were from north to 
sontb and lasted about 8 eeconda. Eight 
distinct vibrations were felt. 
Clocks 


were stopped and piaeterfell. AtBenica 
it was nearly as heavy aa that of Tues- 
day morning. 
Windows rattled and 


buildings swayed, bat no was damage 
done. A", NspaahMvy shock olsMth- 


qnakewas felt. 'Ihe abock waa even 
hBduerthan that of Tuesday morn inc. 
Several brick baildinga werd cracked end 
much plaster fell. .Nobody huit. 


At UavUviiUi llie shocks were from the 


Epmheaetto north vest and of brief dma- 
lion. lasting not more thau 5 seconds 
yet in severity it etwiued to exceed tha 
of the morning ol ihe JOib. Tne add! 
tional damage is K-arcel? noticeable savn 
in tbe rear walls of tbe Masonic and Ode. 
Fellows' halls, where tbe fissures alow 
considerable enlargement and are now 
really dangerous, should the vibratioi 
continue. 


The severe shock completed the wreck 


which waa before threatened at Diron. 
Unly two or three brick buildings in town 
are eafe. The occupants of brick build- 
ings who remained after the first sboi-k 
are moving oat. No one was injured, 
but there were many narrow escapes. 
People are again panic stricken, and 
now believe the ruin of the town will be 
completed beforetliesuocks cease. Every 
available mechanic and laborer .is at 
work attempting to clear away the 
wreck-fl^e and take down the condemned 
luildinga before a fatal accident occurs. 


THE CAPITOL DAMAGED. 


Sacramento —Another severe earth- 


quake shock occurred at 9.1u o'clock 
bis morning, ladling twenty seconds. 
Buildings got a lively shaking and 
plastering fell from many ceilings. Sav-

luilding trembled violently, aud there 
Taa a general exodus of clerks. It was 
iscovered that a crack was made m the 
eiling, extending from oni end of the 
uilding to the other, and going through 
he office of tha superintendent of pub- 
ic instruction clear into the assembly 
hamber. _ The beautiful ceiling of the 
itter, which IB formed of stucco work 
ipped with gold, was rent in places, as 
were also -the Corinthian columns aup- 
orting the gallery. Hooks were thrown 
rum the shelves and gueral disorder 
eigned. Children were msmiaeed from 
he public schools. 


SCENES OV DESOLATION. 


"\Vinter3-Anothershockofearthquake 
ccnrred here at 9.43 . this morning, 
browing down the Masonic hall, Crad- 
wick's building, Humphrey Bros, one- 
tory bnildinp and generally demoliab- 
ng eooda and fixtures.

In addition to 
he Capitol hotel, the Christian church, 
Jdd Fellows hall und express offlt'B were 
also damaged. Basinees is practically 
suspended, aa people are fearing another 
.remble. 


Esparto—A severe shock of earthquake 


occurred here this morning completely 
evelipg the brick portion of the town. 
Every brick chimney was thrown to the 
ground and woodfn buildings wrenched 
ont of shape. W. H. Shnlte, angineerj 
was seriously, if not fatally injured by a 
portion of the walls of a Uacksmith 
ihop falling on him. Hia leg was broken 
n several places, his jaw.broken and in- 
;ernal in juries feared. Levy & Schwab's 
jrick store ;B almost a complete wreck. 
Barnes' hotel Buffered a severe loss, tbe 
shock making a hole 8xG in the east wall. 
Mrs. J, D. Davieson was taken out of the 
debris of Levy <fc Schwab's store nncon- 
icions. A baby in her arms was unhurt. 
Reports from the surrounding country 
show great destruction to property.

In tbo I.st ten yeara enough progress 
uD heeu made in irrigation in California, 
Jtah, Colorado, New Mexico, Montana, 
idahn and Arizona to ehow tha entire 
easibllity of the plan. 


In the last eeveu years the United 
tates has increased its area of irrigable 
nd by 3,500,000 acre?, but greater 


activity is Been iu the growth of im- 
mrtant hydraulic works. 


Under the ditch there ia reported for 
191 an estimated area of 18,266,207 


acres.

THE MO HUH VIVENDI. 


Settlement of Ihe Bearing Sea Con- 


troversy. 


WASHDCGTON, April 19.—The senate 


committee on foreign relations 
this 


afternoon reported favorably the modus 
vivondi convention with Great Britain. 
The treaty was discussed for less than 
two hours and wan ratified with eubaten- 
tial unanimity. 


Briefly stated the articles 
prohibit 


Great Britain and tbe United States from 
seal killing in tbe Behring sea and on 
the seal islands, save 7500 seals to be 
taken on the islands by the United 
States for the subsistence of natives dur- 
ing the arbitration, provides for tneseiz- 
nro of offending voxels and permits 
.the residence of British agents on tbe 
islands 
during the sealing season. 


Damages will be paid to the cover n ment 
in whoae favor the arbitratoraors decide. 
The convention can bs ended hy etiher 
government after October 31,1893, or by 
giving tbe other party two months notice 
of ita termination. 


The treaty is signed by Secretary 


Blaine and Sir Julian Panncefote, and ia 
dated yesterday.

TBE CHINESE. 


The Senntn to Struggle "With tho 


Question, 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The Facifie 


coast senators are making read/ for a . 
bitter struggle when the Chinese re- 
striction hill comes before Lhe eenate 
tomorrow. They will endeavor to have 
the senate adopt the bill as it came from 
the house instead of the senate commit- 
tee's substitute, bat to do tUa they maet 
overcome the scruples of a large n amber 
of eenators. 


Many Democart? who at present are 


inclined to the belie! that the honse bill( 
is unconstitutional and repugnant to the 
fundamental principles of Lhe republic, 
while there are also some eenatora who 
believe the business interests, of the 
country will be very iajariouBly sffected 
by tbe enactment of the hoaee bill, hold- 
log that the execution of the law would 
be followed by tbe exclusion from China 
of all Americans, mainly representatives 
of American importing firm?. 


Advocates of the honsa bill, however, 


contend tbat it is the only measure now 
before congress tbat promisee a real aolu- 
tiou oi the Chinese qowtion, and It meet 
be adopted by the Republican senate 
under penalty of a heavy losa on the Pa- 
cific coast next November. 


Senator Chandler today introduced a 


number of amemlmeata to the honse 
bill. The action ia significant as an in- 
dication of the extent of the belief tbat 
the house bill will provi to be the basis 
for the action ot the s^nati, rather than 
tbo committee's Eabstitnte. 


In substance the amendments provide 


that the coming of Chinese persons into 
the United Stales shall be suspended for 
a period of fifteen years, in place of the 
absolute prohibition of the hoosa bill. 
They reduce from five to two yeart the 
imprisonment prescribed aa a punish- 
ment for Chinese found nnlawfally in 
the United Statee, and finally strike ont 
the part of the laat section of the bill 
abrogating all treaties in conflict with It.

I commenced with 
the White Neshauock and followed 
with tin Long Pinkeye, Jersey Peach- 
blow, Early Rose nnd Burbank. I 
planted these fill they all run out. 1 
havo planted whole potatoes, halves and 
(jiiiirttirs, until lliu last few yeara, nnd I 
Una ono eyed pieces do the best, ns 1 get 
the most marketable potatoes and less 
small ones, but I take large potatoes for 
seed and of course got larger seed pieces. 
I do not helievu in bat one eye with a 
good sized clump of potato. Tho best 
way, I think, to improve onr potatoes is 
to save onr eeed at digging time, and 
have from the lulls which produce the 
most and largest, and also the smoothest. 
Saving peed from tho strongest and 
most -vigorous hills tends to improve tbe 
yield of potatoes.

Tho cuttings aro mado ill various fash- 
ions, some allowing most o£ the leaves to 
remain and some preferring to cut moat 
of them off. They Jira usually cut to one 
"bud lengths. Long cuttings oE ripened, 
•wood, handled in a coot greenhouse orin 
frames, m;iy also bo employed for the 
various perpetual and climbing roses. 


Slost growers feel that tho best plants 


lire- obtained, from cuttings, but many 
varieties do well \\-benbudiled. upon con- 
genial and strong stocks. Budding by 
the common shield method is considera- 
bly employed and veneer grafting ia 
sometimes used. 


Tho stocks aro grown either from 


seeds or cuttings. The commonest stuck 
is tbe inanetti, which is ;i strong and 
hardy species. The multiflom rose (B. 
polyaiilliu) is also a good, stock, especial- 
ly for early result:!. A stork sometimes 
used nbont Boston for some of tho hy- 
brid perpefcnals v.ilh excellent results 
is Rosa, Wiitsonia, a Japanese species. 
'•"Worked" roses are iu greater favor iu 
Europe Iban iu this country.

A VISION OK THE CKNTUItY. 


The following essay waa read by Mrs. 


L, J. Whitmore of Ceres:

letters 'saloon power,' aud as I again 
looked I saw a large serpent coming from, 
this saloon power. It had fonr heads, 
on one wae written 'saloon,1 on another 
'narcotics,'on the third 'murder,' and 
on tbe fourth 'political power,' and on 
its huge body was written, 'Death to a 
Nation.' 


"I paw this groat serpent with the firar 


beads beginning to wind its green slimy 
body around this mass uf humanity, 
making no distinction of party, but all 
were drawn in alike. The few struggling 
for. freedom were instantly quieted by 
'don't leave the grand old party; if you 
do you will throw away your vote,' aud 
the a!imy monster with tho four heads 
continued to wind nround and around 
untils his heads came even with the 
President, and thero he stood dartinc 
vengeance from ite wicked eyes and 
fiery red tongues in all directions nt tbe 
few staunch and brave Third party 
men, who stand indoors of the American 
homes, tryincto the beet of their ability 
to protect them and their children from 
the poiEonous darta of this nineteenth 
century dragon. 
"I saw the preat mass of women, the 


motherhood oi America, look in conster- 
nation and I saw their bearts beat with 
HUppreBsed faar and terror for their chil- 
dren and loved ones, when all (it oncri 
they aroEe en masse and sent forth a cry 
to the giver of all pood that fflirly rent 
the Heavens with 'Oh, God, come to our 
he'p, come now; now ia tbe time, now ia 
tho day of salvation; delay no longer, 
come now or we perish,' and that groat 
wailof anguibb was heard to the utter- 
most parts of tbe earth and it reached 
the anirel world and echoed and re:, 
echoed'throcgh the vaults of heaven and 
back to earth. Then I heard a still 
small voice from the unseen eayiog, 
'Pear*, psace, PBRCR be still.' 


"The great motherhood of tbe nation 


recognized that still small voice as tbe 
Rfime that calmed the troubled eea of 
Galilee so long ago, and they waited, 
Breathlessly trusting. 


"Then I saw coming out of heaven 


four angels clotbed in pure white, one 
from the east, one from the west, oue 
•from the north, and ono from the eouth, 
and in their hands they carried palms of 
victory, and aa they waved them over 
tha great body of women there fell from 
them little a'ips ol white paper, on which 
was written 'Right, justice and truth. 
Unto you is given the power to kill the 
preat nineteenth century serpent with 
tho four heads and enormous body tbat 
has FO long cureed your homes.' 


"Then tbe women of America arose 


as one woman and with the littlft slips 
of paper in their bauds went forth and 
slew the great monster evil and buried 
him deep in tbe bowels of the earth. 


"And from tbe men tbua liberated 


tbere arose a great shout of 'Glory halle- 
lujah ; love and borne baa conquered and 
we are free, free; the great serpent that 
has held ua so long in hiasickening folds

Wa urge the necessity of early action 


in this matter, as these grains iu stalk 
must be selected before the harvest com- 
mences or before becoming dead ripe. 
Anyone having choice fraita will aleo 
notify the commission so we may hove 
trees and vines selected and put under 
treatment to secure the best results. 
This must bs done both for our fruits 
that will bo put into jars whole, as well 
as our canned and dried fruits, raisins, 
etc. 


Those planting vegetables for the ex- 


hibit should use extra precaution to not 
let vines overbear, but select one or two 
fine specimens for facing aud pinch off 
the rest eo that all tbe strength of the 
vine will he thrown into those kept for 
specimens. I hope all our people will 
take an active interest in the exhibit and 
not leave the commission to drag them 
into it.

York World says: 


Wheat flourishes best aud is most 


productive on calcareous soils—thut is, 
on soils that contain more or less lime. 
Rye throws wiill ou soila much lighter 
;ind dtier, and although it does better on 
Itimls containing some lime, it docs not 
require it iiucessarily to the same extent 
that wheat dotv. Farmers sow rye ou 
EoiU they coiisider too poor for wheat, 
ai:d therefore rye fields will usually be 
found occupying the poorest soils of the 
farm. 
Rye endures cold better than 


wheat, and ia n common substitute for it 
on Boils tu;it will not grow the latter 
grain with certainty and profit. Ryo 
sown as a, green crop iu the fall may be 
used for winter pasture or for soiling in 
tho spring, in cither casfi furnishing 
green food, which no other crop will so 
well supply at the sauic season. When, 
harvested for the grain the. straw of rye., 
unliko that of wheat, is a valuable part 
of tho crop for sale, being extensively 
n=eil for packing mid bedding material, 
but on account o£ its toughness ami 
fORrsenpss it has but little value as ani- 
mal food. 


Sweet or Suur Cream UutWr. 


There has been considerable revival of 


the old war between sweet and eour 
creitm butter advocate? since the new 
extractor came iuto the field. This new 
war has led to some excellent results. 
Men have been experimenting to find 
some way to prevent tho alleged loss of 
butter ia chuntiiig sweet cream, and, 
according to Professor Mayers, of the 
West Virginia experiment station, if the 
sweet cream is churned at 54 degs. 
Fahrenheit ib wilt como within forty 
minutes, nnd with no greater loss of but- 
ter in the buttermilk than occurs when 
sour cream is churned nt OS degs. Fah- 
renheit. 
There is still tho cuatou of 


marketing tho two kinds of butter. The 
commission merchants set their faces as 
a fliut against sweet cream butter, but 
at tho same- timo they accept butter 
made from cream that fen years ago 
would havo been called sweet by any 
butter maker of those days.—American 
Agriculturist.

the best in the world; they get educated 
up to that standard type. In Scotland 
they think the Clydesdale, the best draft 
horse, while tho English are equally as 
sure that tho Shire is tho great model 
draft horse- for the world. Across in 
Belgium every ono from peasant to tho 
king and queen believe that tho Belgian 
draft horse is best of all breeds, while 
the Frenchmen think there is no good 
draft horses outside of France America 
finds much to admire in each of these 
breeds, which aro being so extensively 
imported nnd crossed upon our motive 
mares and from which the American 
draft horse is being evolved—the beat of 
all.—Western Agriculturist.

It was contended by the appellant that

The aapreme court say: 
"In the complaint herein the plaintiff 


aliened that said levy of assessment was 
made by said board of directors without 
call ins: a special election, or submitting 
to the qualified electors of the district 
the question whether or not a special as- 
sessment should be levied for the pur- 
pose of raising said enm of money or any 
other aaoi; that no election was held in 
said district authorizing said directors to 
mahe said levy of assessment. 


"Upon the motion of the defendant 


tbe court below struck this averment 
from the complaint, and npon the plain- 
tiff'o offering to prove the facts therein 
alleged, excluded the evidence. Inas- 
much as it wad essential to the validity 
of the asapfismentthat an election thrre- 
for should have been held, it was proper 
for the plaintiff, ia order to establish tne 
illegality of tbe assessment, to allege 
and ebotv that it wa? madp without an 
election, and the action of the conrt in 
striking the averment from the com- 
plaint waa error, and for thia error the 
judgment and order denying a new trial 
are reversed-"

"Did you nofc ascertain from Mrs. 


Barr matters concerning what Hr. 
Church had said nbout your daughter 
which would modify or change rafiny of 
her statements made in the iillid&vit?" 
aaked Mr. Tupper. 


"I-did not." 
"Did Mre. Barr, after your conversa- 


tion with her in Styukton and utter sign- 
ing this affidavit put in evidence, state 
to yon that you had drawn her into a 
trap, referring to that matter?" 


The objection to this question was sus-

George F. Church that they wonld take 
$3,250 to settle the case?" 


"No sir; they fised no price. They 


BaiJ they had to consult Mr. Budd 
first." 


"When vou lequceted M. J. Church 


as an elder of tbe church to look out ib-i 
your family and especially yoar daugh-

LEMONS. 


ProfeHBor 
Sander*' 
Experience 


With Three Varieties. 


Professor A. W. Sanders of Sandera, 


in this comity, writes to Tim REPUBLICAN 
concerning some varieties of lemon trees 
and his remarks will prove of value to 
persons engaged in citrus culture, lie 
says: 


"I have three kinds of lemon trees 


growing on my place. Tho Villa Franca 
is the hardiest, and not a leaf of it wan 
injured by tbe frost last winter when the 
Fahrenheit thermometer registered 28 
degrees above zero. But even this tem- 
perature, 4 degrees below tho freezing 
point, seriously injured my Lisbon lemon 
trees, entirely denuding them of leaves 
and killing the branched back for several 
inches. 


"The Eureka lemon trees were injured 


only on foliate. Other people donbtlese, 
throughout the county, have these three 
leading varieties of lemons growing to- 
gether. Can anything be more valuable 
to the thousands wlio are planting citrus 
fruits in our valley than accurate ntate- 
ments aa to bow these different varieties 
have shown themselves adapted to our 
climate? 


"The largest lemon tree of T. H. "Will- 


iams, the most perfect success attained 
in onr vicinity, of which Judge Abbott 
baa spoken m your columns, is a Eurekfl. 
Tho Liabons and Villa Fraocas in this 
region are yet too young to hear. 


"Unless the Lisbon baa proved hardier 
ith others than it has here nn my place 


I'm fearful that Secretary Lelong's ex- 
tolling of it in his lecture will lead many 
people to invest their money in planting 
it, who will gather a croy of loss and dis- 
appointment only."

hay. 


This bar is in tlie shape of a roof. 


When thero ia :i storm, the breakers will 
roll up 0110 
side of it, break over, and 


run down into the hay inside, and it ia 


novel sight to stund there and watch 


the v/aters, mountain bijjli on ono side 
and perfectly calm on tho other, tho 


between the two at intervals hidden 


altogether. 


This bar is a sort uf short cut and cau 


bo traversed on horseback. Iu A storm 
iho horseman will one iniuuto uo high 
and dry on land, the nest minute a 
largo wave will roil up and running 
under tho horse's feet to the depth of a 
toot or more, tlio rider will bo for an 
Instant four miles or so at sea on horse- 
jack, with 110 land nearer Hum tho high 
blnffa of tho nnunlund in sight 


AIoss abates may ba found in abun- 


ilonce on ti;o pebbly beach, and when the 
snn shines they glitter with dazzling 
brightness. 


Tho wild duck that frequent this part 


of the coast literally iill this inland bay, 
aud tho passing hunter, Rliould ho take 
a shot at them, will raieo such a cloud 
and such a quacking that he will think 
nil the ducks of tho earth have gathered 
there. Occasionally some wild beast 
like a bear or a panther will bo found 
crossing this bar, and the Indians have 
much fport \\lieii Biich u thing happens, 
tlie animal rarely escaping capture or 
death. 


Hero tlie Digger Indians abound, liv- 


ing on the shellfish, which they catch 
itlong the bt'acli, seldom goinjj over the 
ridgo of hills to capture a ilner, which 
tiro plentiful. It would astouish a Yalu 
or Harvard football man to come upon 
this scene some bright morning at low 
tide and sea tho squaws and children 
playing lacrosse on tho beach. They jjet 
GO excited with their eport that they 
keep it up until tho tide drives them 
from the beach, often staying there un- 
til they have to chase the hall down into 
the surf.—Detroit Free Press.

Professor Thomas L. Heatou said tbat 


some time ago the council had appointed 
him and four others aa public library 
trustees,.but they had no money and 
coald not do anything.

good. 


Mr. Cole informed the professor that a 


tax of one mill on the dollar had been 
levied for that purpose on the cityaaaesa- 
roont roll and that tho proceeds of that 
tar would become available by next 
October. 


Profeaaor Heaton suffgeated that $1000 


shonld he transferred from the overflow 
fund to thfi library fund. 


Cole said that such a project was not 


feasible, owing to the great drain on the 
treasury. 


Church said that he did not think the 


trustees were workine an they ehonld. 
Other towns amnller than Fresno have 
free libraries without having had a dol- 
lar of public money. The library trus- 
tees should rustle. They could pet up 
parlies end entertainmenta and 
the 


women could hake cakes and a nice little 
fund might ba raised in that way. 


Clerk Dennett announced that the 


eewer fund waa exhflnatect and thatMOOQ 
should bo transferred into that fund. 
At the npyt meeting $1200 would have to 
be provided for to pay the bill for dia- 
poaal of the sewage.
